BUILDING BETTER BOARDS FOR THE TUSCALOOSA OO^HJNIIY 




Shelton State is currently undertaking a new project, designed to strengthen volunteer and 
non-profit boards in the West Alabama area. Shelton was selected last fall to participate in a 

national demonstration project designed to strengthen the skills of volunteers serving as board 
members of non-profit organizations. 



The "Building Better Boards for Ccnnunity Organizations" project, with financial assistance 
frem the W. K. Kellogg foundation, was initially piloted by seven camunity colleges serving as 
demonstration centers. Through the project a variety of board development services— including 

courses on such topics as f jndraising and financial management, legal liabilities of boardaretnship, 
board recruiting, and conducting effective meetings were held. 




Shelton is currently conducting a needs assessment survey within the Tuscaloosa comtunity to 

determine the local needs. Plans call for the college to offer several programs this year designed 
for volunteer board members.

Ernie Wood/ editor of 30UIHERN LIVING magazine/ will be the keynote speaker for the Shelton 
State Polk Festival, scheduled for Tuesday/ April 3/ as part of Tuscaloosa's Heritage Week. Wood 
will speak on "What's Southern About Preservation" at 2 p.m. in the Shelton State Junior College 
auditorium, 202 Skyland Boulevard. 

Wood, a native of Chapel Hill, North Carolina, is a graduate of Hamilton College in Clinton, 
New York. He has worked as a reporter and critic ooverirg the visual arts and architecture for THE 
NEWS AND OBSERVER in Raleigh, North Carolina, and has pursued graduate work in architecture at the 
School of Design at North Carolina University. In 1977, he was remed editor of N0R3H CAROLINA 
ARCHITECT Magazine. 

As a free-lance writer specializing in architecture, wood's work has appeared in such national 
magazines as Uie AIA JCUFNAL and HISTORIC PRESERVATION.

The Festival will begin at 11 a.m. with strolling clowns and jugglers mingling with visitors.

Some of the other exhibitors will be Michiko Reed, paper 
art, and John Puryear, basket weaving. The Tuscaloosa Hooking Club will have hooked rugs and other

Another aspect of the Festival this year will be a display of writing and art descriptions of 
the Tuscaloosa area. Included will be books written by local authors. Another special display will 
include a historical exhibit by residents of the Samantha and West Blocton area. 

Shelton will also sponsor a creative writing contest as part of the Festival. There will be 
two divisions of the contest, one for Shelter students and one for students from area high schools. 
Cash prizes will be awarded to the winners. There will be three categories of entries in each 
division, fiction, essay, and poetry. Some of the papers will be selected for inclusion in a 
literary magazine. All entries must be sub ait ted to Sharon Deck at Shelton ty Wednesday, March 2B, 
1984.

CNC PROGRAM RECEIVES NEW EQUIPMENT 



The ooirputerized numerical control program from the Technical Division of Shelton State was 
the recipient of a vertical oonputerized numerical control machining center valued at over $103,000. 
The machine was donated to Shelton by Cincinnati Milacrcn, cn of the largest machine tool 
manufactureres in the world. The machine will be housed in the numerical control department of 
Shelton and will be shown to other companies while being used for the training of Shelton students. 
This vertical CNC nachining center will be added to the coordinate measuring machine, a horizontal 
operation, which was purchased last year.
